BRITAIN'S BELATED EMBARGO 
Moat Americans probably muttered 
. - about time" when they Jcarncd "that- BrJtaln 
finally had decided to atop flhlpplng rubber 
to red China. They have round It hard to 
. understand how the British could pretend thla 
was not useful to the communlat war ma^ 
chine. 

.-JJCvfirtheless^thfy nren't Jlkely to be c on- 

temptuoiis of the Sction sfmpiy fiecaUBC it la 
belated. They can read this and other signs 
as evidence that the British do not value 
lightly their ties with the United States. 

Dirierencea between allies are, ol course, to 
be expected. But some of the differences sep- 
aratlng U. S, and Britain In the far eas^liavo 
seemed to be aervlnB the communist enemy 
too well, both dlrectiy and by dividing the free 
world. 

The shipment of materials useful In war 
was one such difference. Another Is Britain's 
inslstBticB on recognizing thtf^ red China 
regime and encouragluK other nations to fol- 
low suit. A third concerns the future of For- 
mosa. 

British politicians, -who are qulte astute 
when It comes to gauBlng storm signals, 
realized these differences were exerting a 
serious strain on the Anglo-American al- 
liance. Recent testimony In the MacArthur 
bearings stressed bow strongly many Ameri- 
can lawmakers felt on the Issues. 

Consequently, the curbing of rubber shlp- 
— mantiiniut bo.tBlienaa_a_detlnlteattempt.by- 
Brltaln to avoid any real breach and draw the 
two nations closer an the critical far eastern 
front. 

Winston Churchill, a keen analyst of Ameri- 
can atUtudes, virtually demanded that the 
- Brttlsh-tabor-"g6vorhmont"-go "further -And: 
'^*f?"1niff 't^. fQhiml recognition— of- co m- 
znunfat China.

It Is almost InevltAble that 
additional Uies will have to b« levied, In view ot re- 
armament and foreign aid outlays, after the presi- 
dential and oonEresslonal elections ol 1SE3. 

II la true that the treoeuiy will end the fiscal 
Tear with a possible surplus of U,000,000/000 instead 
ot a threatened deficit ot »3,0O0,ODO.0oa, Congrets.wlll 
probably cut at least |5.000,flOO.OOa"from~budg«t*ry 
rwjuesta forJUCO'lftSJ.

He urged the Attlee cabinet to take no

Churchill went on:

There's no Indication yet that the British 
Bovernment Is prepared to cancel out Its 
recognition of red China. It may reach that 
point, especially since ' recognition has not 
been reciprocated by China and the British 
have thus far bad very little for their pains. 

However that may be, we on this side of the 
Atlantic must welcome the signs that Britain 
understands the need of all free men to stand 
together against a common loe. That enemy. 
Busslan communism, Is so formidable that 
there should be no place among free men for 
recrltalnationd over past differences and mis- 
takes. 

The Important thing Is to gain and hol(l 
solidarity of purpose and strength. For with 
that, the enemy can be thwarted In his objec- 
tive to conquer the globe.
